1946 Fire Damage 


Tops 1945 Result 


Of Two Big Fires 


In a com prehensive report to 
City M anager 
William 
E. 
Al- 
worth. Fire C hief Bill Leonesio 
revealed that 1946 was a w orse 
year from th e fire standpoint 
than 1945. 
While there 
were only 
two 
more fires in 1946 than in 1945, 
the total loss was alm ost nine 
times greater. This is blam ed on 
two single big fires w hich in 
themselves took more than $150,­ 
000 in damages. 


LAST YEAR there w ere 85 
fires in town w hile the year b e­ 
fore, there w ere 83 fires. 
Total loss due to fires last y ear 
was $281,194 and in 1945, $29,­ 
975. Greatest loss occasioned in 
two fires, the veterans’ housing 
project lum ber yard blaze and 
the Indian store fire. 
Beyond 
these two the loss was but a little 
higher than last year. 


PER CAPITA fire loss in 1946 
was 37.49 against 4.28 in 1945 and 
the loss per fire in 1946 averaged 
56.23 against 6.66 in 1945. 
The chief’s report showed that 
constant inspections are 
being 
made to prevent fires and that 


m any hazards have been correct­ 
ed due to these inspections. 
E quipm ent on hand is in good 
order, he said as he issued an­ 
other plea for every oerson to use 
the utm ost precaution to prevent 
fires.

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At the Riverside county flood present effort of most operators 
control meeting recently two 
items of business came up that 
effect or may effect Cathedral 
City. The first was the author­ 
ization to complete the survey to 
the upper end of Cathedral Can­ 
yon. This will permit maps to be 
made that will indicate the right 
of way needs for channels and 
the matter can then be presented 
to the four principal owners in 
the canyon outside the present 
boundaries of the Village. 
Assuming that the m atter of 
crossing the highway will be 
ironed out it will then be up to 
these four owners to furnish free 
rights of way and contribute 
some $15,000 so the entire job 
can be undertaken. The value of 
this adjoining land will advance 
far beyond the contribution while 
if this cooperation is not given 
the control will be limited to the 
Village. The second item of in­ 
terest and one that ties in with 
the first was a motion of the 
couny board to request Assembly­ 
man Philip Boyd to represent the 
county at a Sacramento review 
of the public hearing held last 
month in Cathedral City. What 
the outcome of the hearing was. I 
haven’t heard, yet. 
LAST WEEK I questioned the 
proposal that this Village incorp­ 
orate. I didn’t know that Mr. 
Bonelli would bolster my opinion. 
One of the arguments given be­ 
fore was that we could control 
the granting of liquor licenses. 
Like heck we can. What Mr. 
Bonelli is doing is bringing on 
another try at prohibition or it 
may be local option or else it will 
encourage dives rather than the 


to run a decent place. The better 
class will go out of business and 
some of them are on the way out 
now'. 
G. C. W aller and Frank C. Rus­ 
sell are a committee appointed 
to go into the matter of a sani­ 
tary district for this area. The 
matter has been agitated long 
enough and should, with this able 
committee, get into high gear and 
reach a conclusion. The principal 
remaining problem that could be 
solved by incorporation would be 
zoning. 
IF A RECOMMENDATION of 
the County Planning Commis­ 
sion at their last meeting is en­ 
acted into an ordinance by the 
ounty then a big step will have 
been made toward zoning. The 
recommendation is a building 
code and carries some features 
that are rather zonish. Setbacks 
is one. So it would be a good 
thing to go to Riverside now and 
see how our county government 
works. Monday, for instance, at 
10 a.m. in the Supervisors cham ­ 
bers where the hearing is to be 
held about vacating one of our 
streets for private use. Lets all 
ask for setbacks, instead. If you 
are planning new building or a 
new wall, why not set back an 
agreed four or five feet to perm it 
a sidewalk space that must now 
be taken from our very narrow 
streets. 
Another suggestion. For selfish 
reasons, if not for community 
betterment, I would not tie m y­ 
self with any sort of contract for 
bottled gas. If enough of you do 
that it might delay bringing in the 
Texas gas that should reach this 
valley this year. It’s not jn the 
future very far and would be an

Traphagen, adm inistrator of the 
Riverside Com m unity H ospital in 
Riverside. 
This institution has 
136 adult beds and forty staff 
doctors. 


TRAPHAGEN SAID the only 
doctors perm itted to practice a t 
his hospital are those who are 
m em bers of the Riverside County 
Medical 
association 
and 
have 
been so, for at least six m onths. 
In addition, he said by doing so, 
the hospital he represents can 
therefore rem ain an accredited 
institution in the eyes of 
the 
A m erican 
College of Surgeons 
w hich is an honor highly coveted 
by most hospitals in the U nited 
States. 
•‘The rules 
of the A m erican 
College of Surgeons require th at 
our physicians be m em bers of the 
county association,’’ he said. 


HE ADDED th at by observing 
the regulations of the A m erican 
College of Surgeons, the insur­ 
ance rates at the hospital are 
lower and each year a representa­ 
tive is sent to Riverside to ex­ 
am ine the ability, practice m eth­ 
ods, and ethics of those doctors 
on the staff. 
“The 
doctors 
on 
the 
staff,” 
Traphagen said, "are subjected to 
a stiff exam ination each year 
which goes far tow ard the m ain­ 
tenance of an efficient and up-to- 
date staff for the hospital.” 
A call to the Redlands Com m un­ 
ity hospital revealed th a t the pol­ 
icy at th at hospital and the San 
Antonio H ospital at U pland was 
essentially the same as th at fol­ 
lowed by the R iverside institu­ 
tion. 
THE 
POLICY 
of 
the 
Palm 
Springs Com m unity H ospital was 
decided at the tim e of its organ­ 
ization, w hen G raham Davis, di­ 
rector of hospitals for the Kellogg 
Foundation of B attle Creek. M ich­ 
igan advised th at only such doc­ 
tors who are m em bers of the 
county association should be p er­ 
m itted to practice at the local hos­ 
pital. This recom m endation was 
adopted by the board of directors 
and w ritten into the by-laws. 
However, it w as learned the 
Com m unity Hospital w ill adm it 
all persons requiring hospital ser­ 
vice regardless of the physician 
who may be in attendance.

Brigadier G eneral Erick N el­ 
son, veteran of W orld W ar I and 
II and one of four arm y fliers 
who 
participated 
in 
the 
1924 
round the world flight sponsored 
by the Army A ir Corps, was a 
visitor for three days in the V il­ 
lage. 
The G eneral, who served for 
four years and four m onths in 
W orld W ar II as a m em ber of 
G ene ral Hap A rnold’s staff, re ­ 
called that the average speed of 
the plane he flew around the 
w orld in 1924 was 72 miles per 
hour. 


"THAT SPEED." he said, “is 
less than the landing speed of 
th e modern airplane today.” 
The flight around the world, 
th e G eneral recalled, lasted from 
A p ril to Septem ber, w hereas to ­ 
day the same trip could be ac­ 
com plished in less than three 
days. 
The Brigadier, now 59, entered 
th e service in 1917 during W orld 
W ar I, and attended flying school 
a t Houston, Texas. He rem ained 
in the Army u n til 1928 and th en 
transferred to th e resferve. H e 
w as recalled ju st before P earl 
H arbor and entered as a Colonel, 
th e end of the w ar found him 
elevated to the rank of B riga­ 
d ier General.

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Gold of the Devil

Little Black Top Scores Again 
—Another 
Mystery 
Shrouds 
The Already Tragic Gold Mine 
Less Than Eighteen Miles From 
Palm Springs. 
A n entire fam ily of six recent­ 
ly vanished from this area. On 
last report, they were working 
L ittle Black Top, a gold mine six 
miles 
above 
Hidden 
Springs 
Ranch in the Thousand Palm s 
area. 
, 
, 
L ittle Black Top has long been 
known as “El O rr del Diablo by 
old Indians of the Coachella. 
In 1898 a group of Mexicans 
came by wagon and team into 
the M artinez Reservation offer­ 
ing w ork at an abandoned S pan­ 
ish m ine. The Indians were skep­ 
tical. 
But five finally accepted. 
Back at the m ine a shaft was 
sunk 60 feet into the gold ore. 
A1 th a t level they followed a 
rich vein northw est. 
The vein 
v. idened, grew richer. The M exi­ 
cans were delirious with their 
new wealth. As the vein opened, 
they grew sullen, became suspi­ 
cious of each other, finally q u ar­ 
reled. When a charge of dyna­ 
mite exposed a vein glittering 
with pure w ire gold they fought 
openly. 


THE FIVE INDIANS suspected 
trouble, cased out of the glory 
• hole, climbed the 60 foot ladder 
and stood in a little silent knot 
at the top. Suddenly they heard 
a pistol shot. It was followed by 
two more reports. No sooner had 
the third shot been fired when 
an explosion shook the ground. 
Dust boiled up the shaft. When 
the dust cleared, 
thev peered 
down. The glory hole was blocked 
by rock and debris. ‘ El O rr del 
Diablo,” they m uttered, and set 
off stoically for their reservation. 
Years followed in which word 
reached the m iners in the higher 
hills. A mine cursed is something 
to reckon with. 
I 
Yet, one day. an old m ountain 
man derided the curse, hunted 
the m ine down, set up camp and 
w ent to work at the 60 foot level. 
Finding color, he became a de­ 
mon for work, his mind toying 
with the vision of a wall of wire 
gold. The picture became an ob­ 
. ession. 
He w orked night and 
Hay, refusing to eat and became 
feverish, thin, jum py. 
On that 
afternoon when a shadow fell 
across him at the bottom of the 
shaft he wheeled about w ith a 
revolver in hand, aimed at ran-

dom, fired. 
The bullet hit the 
cncroacher betw een the eyes. But 
the dead m an was a cowboy with 
tw o companions. The old m iner 
w ent to jail. 


WHO WILL NOT SAY that a 
hard rock m iner is the most su ­ 
perstitious m an in the world? The 
L ittle Black Top was taboo until 
th e "Dane” came into this area 
in 1934. A burly giant of a man, 
he worked his “Bands of Gold 
mine until it petered out, then he 
scanned the foothills below him 
From his peaks he saw L ittle 
Black Top. It would m ean leav­ 
ing the land of the Bighorn, and 
the air that had on it the tang 
of pinyon balsom. That sam e day 
he loaded picks, shovels, drills 
and dynam ite into his 1924 Dodge, 
drove circum spectly down a wash 
and set up shelter beside the 
cursed mine. 
From the first strange events 
dogged his steps. And then, d u r­ 
ing the second month, he was 
descending the ladder, drills u n ­ 
der an arm , w hen the ladder gave 
w ay. On the rocks tw enty feet 
below he broke an arm and a leg. 
W ith 
Danish 
stubborness, 
he 
mended the ladder, dragged him ­ 
self to the top, made splints and 
layed around camp until he re ­ 
covered. One day he began head­ 
ing noises. 
At the bottom of the 
shaft he cocked his head. Only 
the blowing wind through the 
w inch at the top. At night he 
heard 
voices, 
footsteps, 
men 
shouting. He would leave his bed, 
pick up the old 35-70 and stalk 
L ittle Black Top til dawn. 


FINALLY HE PLANTED dyna­ 
m ite at every possible approach 
to the Black Top, each united by 
a lead fuse near camp.
